Besidos two 
or three wells sunk twenty fe«t, they 
have two artesian wells, one of which 
is sunk 200 feet aud the other 220 
feet. The ice is made from the pur 
est water, uud this, beiug distilled, is 
relieved of every impurity which way 
have existed in it. Ice made from it 
is not only chemically pure but 
very dense, and consequently lasting. 
Compared with the usual yield of 
natural ice, which is spongy or porous 
iu appearance, this made from dis. 
tilled water is as dear aa crystal. 

The business of the company is in¬ 
creasing, and they contemplate lo¬ 
cating convenient to the railroad.
